HIS has been much the most eventful week of 
It has taken every one 
of our observers to keep track of everything 

that went on, and the big business of analyzing every- 
thing in its relation to everything else has kept our 
war critics busier than they have been since the 
Kaiser first set out to see whom he might devour. 

What happened, of course, was that the Germans, 
who have been on page 2 all the time, made another 
attempt to take page 1, this being their third attempt 
to do that in three months. 
over chiefly where the Americans were, having picked 
out our boys as something soft by reason of im- 
provised training and the demoralizing influence of 
freedom, in which nothing is well done and that na- 
tional oneness necessary to success in war is what 
anyone trained in an aristocracy would call a joke. 

Well, the Americans know pretty well what to 
expect, which one can’t say for the Germans them- 
selves. There were Americans lying forty-five deep 
behind the edge of the page, and when the Germans 
came at them they boiled out of their redoubts just 
as they do in football and everything else over here 
and let them have it. Mr. Antwine, who went for- 
ward for us and witnessed the German attempt to go 
through the Americans, says if what happened is an 
indication of what our boys can do without any ex- 
perience in European warfare, there is going to be 
some prize running-jumping across the Rhine when 
they learn something about it. 
saw a dog-chased cat getting out of one end of a bar- 
rel into the other end you have a very fair idea of 
what the German army looked like getting back to 
page 2 on the American sector. 


All our two-story thinkers on the editorial page 
were immensely interested in this development. It 
bore out what they have said all the time—that no 
amount of training in a country like Germany can | 
prevail against the spirit of this free land, in which | 
hatred of tyranny welds us together into an irresist- 
ible force. Socrates has time and again said that this 
would happen when the Germans and Americans met, 
and he has told us why. There is a great deal to be 
said for military training, and it must be remembered 
that our own forces are not altogether without it; but 
one must recall that if a fighting race had been delib- 
erately bred down from all the peoples in the world 
who have shown a knack at this sort of thing it could 
not have been very much unlike our own race, which 
has always displayed in war a combination of pretty 
much what everyone else has. When we add to this 
the way in which American boys are raised—each 
one from the time he goes out to play learning that to 
beat the other fellow and beat him fairly best be 
comes his manhood, a spirit which has made every 
revival of the Olympian games easy for the American 
teams—we easily make out why the crack troops of 
the Kaiser have been hurled back by American di- 
visions and have found everything mentioned in 
Bernhardi’s book futile. 


To paraphrase Shakespeare, there are things in 
the world of which German philosophy has not 
dreamt; and those things largely account for the 
effectiveness of the American army. Fitz says the 
real trouble with the German army is that it hasn’t 
any spiritual bases, which the rest of us think is 
pretty good. Polemarchus, who went as far as page 3 
and saw something of the action at that distance, 
says that all there is between the allies and Berlin 
now is the time it will take to get enough Americans

over. He says the difference between a German and 
an American soldier is that one has to be told by an 
officer what to do and when to do it, whereas the 
other is an individual fighting unit entirely capable 
of taking care of himself. A captured American fre- 
quently comes back with his captors. That is, ac- 
cording to Thrasymachus, he has military strategy 
of his own. A captured German is not like that. If 
he is taken, he is taken. He has no officer to suggest 
what he might do beyond that, and therefore centers 
his mind on what the allies are probably going to 
give him to eat. 

Mr. Antwine is of the opinion that the Eaiser’s 
cause is in a fair way to have the bottom drop out 
of it. He has talked to everybody in the paper, and 
there is no encouragement anywhere for the Kaiser’s 
idea. The case of the Russians is particularly inter- 
esting. The Germans have the Russians on page 3, 
where they can keep their eyes on them; but they are 
a source of tremendous uneasiness to the Germans. 
One thing is quite plain—that the Russians are not 
at peace with the Germans. The General Staff no 
more than turns its back than some Russian hops on 
top of a cut and begins to harrangue the populace on 
some scheme for getting back all the territory and 
population Russia has had taken away from her by 
the treaty of Brest-Litovsk. The Germans shoot over 
there, and the speaker gets down; but with the big 
business in hand on page 1 the Germans have mighty 
little time for the Russians, and the Russians know it.
